2. The members of the Cell will meet quarterly or earlier as may be necessary under the Chairman 
ship of the Development Minister and in his absence , under the Vice - Chairman of the Cell . 

3. Seven members present, of whom at least four are non -official members, shall form a quorum 
for the meeting . 
4. The Cell will function for a period of six months for the present, but the Government 

may by 
express order extend the term , if necessary . 

5. The Headquarters of the Cell will be at Chandigarh . 

6. The Cell will be required to suggest ways and means for the implementation of the programmes 
of Silver Jubilee Celebration of Panchayats sponsored by the National Committee for Silver Jubilee Cele 
bration of Panchayats under the auspices of All India Panchayat Parishad, New Delhi. 

7. The non - official members will receive travelling allowance and daily halting allowance as 
under : 

(a ) Legislators in their ex -officio capacity , under the Punjab Legislative Assembly (Allowances 

of Members) Act, 1942 and Rules made thereunder is applicable to the State of 

Haryana . 
(b ) The Travelling Allowance admissible to a Member of Parliament, will in respect of journeys 

performed by rail be the same as is admissible to the Members of the State Lagislature 
appointed in an ex -officio capacity less one Ist Class fare for journey by rail to and 
fro . 
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(c ) The expenditure on account of T.A. bills of the members of the Legislature shall be met 

out of the provision under head “ 314 -- Community Development (Panchayats)-Charges in 
connection with Panchayati Raj Jostitutions " (Non - plan ), of the Development & 
Panchayat Department. 


(d ) Non -officials other than M. L. As/ M . Ps at one ist Class Railway fare plus incidental 

allowance and road mileage as well as daily allowance as admissible to a 1st grade 
Government employec drawing a pay of Rs 1,000 . The other conditions laid down in the 
Punjab T. A. Rules for Government employees will also apply to journeys performed by 
non -official members except where otherwise provided . 


8. The Secretary Haryana Vidhan Sabha will be the Controlling Officer for the purpose of 
countersigning the Travelling Allowance and Halting Allowance bills of the M. I .. As/ M . Ps. 


9. Travelling Allowance for attending the meetings of the Cell shall be allowed to the members 
from their permanent place of residence to the place of meeting. If, however, a member attends a meeting 
from a place other than the place of his residence , Travelling Allowance shall be allowed to him cither from 
the place of his residence or from where he attends the meeting , which ever is lesss . 


10. The official meinbers will draw their Travelling Allowance and Daily Allowance from their 
respective Department.
